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Increase is proposed ‘to keep show on the road’ 

LEADER DEFENDS 
4p< TAX RISE PLAN

SANDWELL Council leader 
Steve Eling has defended the 
authority’s proposed four per 
cent council tax increase. 

He said he had been left with little 
choice but to plan for another large 
hike - the third in as many years - 
hitting out at the Government over 
continued budget cuts. 

Households in Sandwell have endured con¬ 
secutive council tax rises over the past two 
years following a period of bills being frozen. 
Now they have been told to prepare for another 
rise. The likely decision for 2019/20 will be an 
increase of 3.99 per cent, Councillor Eling said, 
including one per cent to pay for social care. 

Council tax for the average household in 
Sandwell is currently £1,535 a year, including 
funding for police and fire. A 3.99 per cent rise 
would add around £50 to the annual bill. 

The leader said another increase would be 
necessary to ‘keep the show on the road’. 

Freeze 

Local authorities have also been hampered 
by having to fund social care themselves 
through council tax. Under the leader’s propos¬ 
als, 2.99 per cent of the rise would go towards 
frontline services. He added: “Otherwise we 
will get accused of under-funding services. We 
never raked up council tax when a number of 
other places did. When the freeze was on offer 
we took it.” 

The leader of the Labour-run council also 
defended his record on services such as bin 
collections, libraries and leisure centres de¬ 
spite budget constraints and pleaded for un¬ 
derstanding from residents. Bin collections are 
to become fortnightly in Wolverhampton, but 
Councillor Eling said there were no such plans 
in Sandwell. He said: “All the key public ser¬ 
vices are in tact and that is what we promised. 
The promise we made when all these draco¬ 
nian cuts came in, we can still be held to. But 
we need to charge what we need to charge to 
keep the show on the road. It allows us to do 
the things like repairing roads, and we’re still 
investing in housing and leisure centres.” 

Councillor Eling led a blistering attack on 
the Government last week on behalf of local 
councils across Britain, insisting enough was 
enough.

local people to appreciate the efforts of British 
soldiers. 

“Visitors will be able to learn about the sol¬ 
diers’ uniform, kit and weapons and what it 
was like to serve in often dreadful conditions 
in the trenches.” 

There will also be a good old-fashioned 
sing-a-long in the drawing room with tunes 
you’ll know and love from the early 20th cen¬ 
tury such as It’s A Long Way to Tipperary 
and Roll Out The Barrel. 


Jane Hanney, museum services manager, 
said: “See First World War soldiers and ex¬ 
plore their kit, uniform and weaponry, see 
weapon demonstrations, talks and drills and 
learn what life was like as a soldier in and out 
of the trenches. 

“But beware - younger visitors might get 
enlisted to have a go and take part! Children 
can also enjoy our ‘train home trail’ and make 
a flag to wave and take home or a decorate a 
poppy for our remembrance wall.”

Cartoonist's exhibition is just Dandy 



Charlie Grigg’s Korky the Cat 


AN exhibition celebrating the life of 
Sandwell-born illustrator Charlie ‘Chas’ 
Grigg has attracted nearly 2,500 visi¬ 
tors. A total of 2,488 visitors turned out 
to see the work by cartoon artist Char¬ 
lie ‘Chas’ Grigg, an illustrator for The 
Beano and The Dandy. 

The exhibition, launched at Wednes- 
bury Gallery and Art Museum, high¬ 
lights his work as illustrator of Korky 
the Kat and Desperate Dan and contains 
artefacts, original drawings, letters, 
unseen and unpublished images and 
a chance to see video interviews with 
Charlie. Mr Grigg lived in the Rood End 


area of Langley as a young boy. Arts of¬ 
ficer Alex Howell said: “It’s been really 
well-received. It’s definitely been one of 
our most popular exhibitions and it’s 
had a lot of interest - we’ve had to set 
up private tours. 

“We themed our summer around the 
exhibition and it’s been well received. 
It’s brought to light a hero from the 
area that people wouldn’t know about, 
especially stuff to do with the Beano and 
Dandy which are not as popular nowa¬ 
days. 

“I think what’s really nice is the ac¬ 
tual letters we’ve got on display between

are good to have a little chuckle at and 
we’ve got a video playing of interviews. 
Those videos are playing throughout 
the exhibition and it’s about 40 minutes 
long.” 

It will run until November before 
touring in a smaller form around librar¬ 
ies in the area. 

The exhibition is the latest move to 
mark the work of Charlie and follows 
the installation of a blue plaque at Rood 
End Primary School where he was a 
pupil in his younger years. 


Police response teams 
could be relocated 


POLICE response teams could 
be based from just two loca¬ 
tions in the Black Country under 
a proposal being considered by 
bosses. 

Wolverhampton and Brierley Hill 
would be the two bases with around 
200 officers relocated from stations in 
Bloxwich and West Bromwich. 

The idea is one of many being considered 
by West Midlands Police as part of its six- 
year estates plan. 

Earlier this year the force announced it 
was closing 24 police stations, including 
eight in the Black Country. 

West Midlands Police Federation chair¬ 
man Sgt Richard Cooke said he was against 
the plan to move response teams. The plan 
would see officers start and end shifts at 
one of the two bases and work remotely 
thanks to technological advancements. 

But Sgt Cooke said: “I think it is unreal¬ 
istic to have officers leave their station and 
spend their whole shift out on the patch. 

“There will be a natural skew of officers 
to their bases because they will want to fin¬ 
ish on time and they will not want to be 
isolated. 

“It will mean areas like Wolverhampton 
will have more officers than Walsall, while 
places like Aldridge could see response 
times increase.” 

Sgt Cooke said he believed the plan had 
been put back from implementation due to 
opposition, but was still on the table. 

He added: “Officers want somewhere to 
do have their sandwich, they want some¬ 
where to do their paperwork. They don’t 
want to do it all from a car park.” 

The estate plan is aimed at saving the 
force £5m and protecting 100 officer posts. 

The eight police stations to close are sta¬ 
tions in Sedgley, Oldbuiy, Aldridge, Tipton, 
Wednesfield, Smethwick and Wednesbury. 

There are just 10 stations with public 
counters left in the West Midlands. They 
include Bloxwich, Brierley Hill, West Bro¬ 
mwich and Wolverhampton.

Argument 
over phone 
in bus row 
leads to jail 

AN 86-year-old man had his mobile 
phone stolen after telling a fellow pas¬ 
senger to take his feet off a seat at a 
bus shelter, a judge heard. 

Oneil Briscoe joined the argument 
this caused and snatched the phone 
from Rupert Richards when the el¬ 
derly man started using it to film the 
row, Wolverhampton Crown Court 
was told. The bus arrived at the stop 
in West Bromwich High Street soon 
afterwards and both got onto the dou¬ 
ble decker where the dispute contin¬ 
ued at the doorway, said Miss Joanne 
Barker, prosecuting. 

CCTV footage appeared to show Mr 
Richards prodding and striking the 
27-year-old with his walking stick, the 
court heard. 

As the defendant stormed off the 
bus Mr Richards seemed to grab at 
his right arm and was sent crashing 
to the ground by Briscoe who then 
returned to the top deck where the 
phone was allegedly given to some¬ 
body else, continued the prosecutor. 
It was recovered later. 

Briscoe from Murdock Road, Hand- 
sworth pleaded guilty to theft and 
assault and was sent to prison for 19 
weeks by Judge Jinder Singh Boora 
who told him: “You became embroiled 
in an argument. He confronted you on 
the bus. He was entitled to be aggres¬ 
sive towards you. You stormed off the 
bus, lashed out and sent him crashing 
to the ground.” 

'Depressing' state 
of eye infirmary 

WOLVERHAMPTON’S derelict eye 
infirmary that has been abandoned 
for 10 years has attracted criticism 
from council opposition. 

The NHS trust building has shat¬ 
tered windows and is in a state of dis¬ 
repair with no decision being made on 
the Compton Road site. 

Conservative opposition leader 
Wendy Thompson believes the site 
is ‘depressing’ and the council isn’t 
doing enough. 

She said: “The council’s excuse is 
that it is up to the health authority 
but I don’t think that is good enough. 
They don’t care, the council aren’t 
bothered. 

“This was a beautiful building, and 
it’s appalling to see what has hap¬ 
pened to so many historic buildings.”

Driver snared by cyclist's

SHOCKING footage has emerged 
showing the moment a road rage 
driver jammed on his brakes in front 
of a cyclist before squeezing him up 
against a kerb. 

The cyclist was riding along Hol¬ 
loway Bank on Hill Top, West Brom¬ 
wich, when the driver of the Nissan 
Navara tried to intimidate him with 
the manoeuvres. The 41-year-old 
driver, from Tipton, has now been 
fined and had three points slapped on 
his licence after the footage, filmed on 
the cyclist’s helmet-cam, was handed 
to police. It has led to a warning from 


police that dangerous drivers face the 
risk of being caught with more cam¬ 
eras on the roads than ever. 

The shocking incident happened 
last October when the Nissan pulled 
a dangerous ‘brake test’ on the cy¬ 
clist, who was forced to swerve out the 
way to avoid the pick-up truck. But 
the driver was not done, passing the 
54-year-old cyclist before slowing and 
squeezing him up against the kerb. 

Police caught up with the reckless 
motorist after viewing the footage and 
charged him with driving without due 
care and attention. He admitted the 


camera 

offence at court and was made to pay 
a total of £210. 

The driver is among more than 
1,400 who have been prosecuted by 
West Midlands Police as a result of 
video evidence provided by members 
of the public. 

Stuart Baker from the force’s Traf¬ 
fic Process Office said he expects that 
number to keep rising following the 
launch of a Third-Party Reporting 
Portal making it easier for road users 
to supply dash-cam and cycle-cam 
footage.

Messages found to 
be in breach of rules 


A DISGRACED ex-Sandwell coun¬ 
cillor did breach the authority’s 
code of conduct through a series 
of offensive WhatsApp messages, it 
has been found. 

Richard Marshall, the council’s former 
leisure boss, was suspended by the Labour 
Party following allegations he sent offen¬ 
sive messages about female colleagues. 

A report on Mr Marshall’s actions by law firm 
Wilkin Chapman LLP on behalf of Sandwell 
Council has now found that the senior coun¬ 
cillor ‘failed to treat others with respect’ and 
that this had caused a breach of the council’s 
code of conduct. 

The probe was launched after a complaint 
was made that the former Smethwick coun¬ 
cillor had sent WhatsApp messages containing 
derogatory and sexually explicit remarks about 
councillors Olwen Jones and Maria Crompton. 

Councillor Crompton said that she found 
the comments made about her ‘highly offen¬ 
sive’, ‘humiliating’ and ‘degrading’ and that it 
brought her to tears. 

Private 

She was interviewed by police over the alle¬ 
gations, according to the report, although it is 
no longer being investigated. 

The messages were allegedly sent between 
Mr Marshall, who stepped down as a council¬ 
lor, and a blogger between August 2016 and 
May 2017. 

Screenshots of the messages were posted to 
a blog in 2017. 

Councillor Marshall claims in the Wilkin 
Chapman report that the comments ‘were 
never meant for public viewing’. 

He said: “It was a private conversation be¬ 
tween two individuals to what he openly ad¬ 
vertised as a ‘confidential hotline’. I disagree 
in main with the report.” 

The Ethical Standards Committee at 
Sandwell Council will hear the results of the 
report at a meeting tomorrow, Friday. 

It will also hear that the council cannot take 
any further action as Mr Marshall is no longer 
a councillor.

Thomas suspect 
pair are released 

TWO men arrested over the disap¬ 
pearance of missing teenager Thomas 
Jones have been released and will face 
no further action. 

West Bromwich Albion had backed 
the search for 
Thomas, who is a 
season ticket holder 
at the Hawthorns, 
as part of the major 
police investigation. 

The two men ar¬ 
rested on suspicion 
of murder of Thomas 
in Worcester are no 
longer being treated 
as suspects, having both co-operated 
fully with the police. 

Det Insp James Bayliss from West 
Mercia Police said: “The investigation 
into the disappearance of Thomas re¬ 
mains a priority and we are keeping 
an open mind as to the circumstances 
surrounding Thomas’s disappear¬ 
ance. This remains a missing person 
enquiry.” 

Thomas, has not been heard from 
since the early hours of last Wednes¬ 
day morning near the River Severn in 
the city. 

Thomas, from Bromsgrove, was 
starting a primary teaching course at 
the University of Worcester. Albion 
had helped by tweeting out an appeal 
posted from West Mercia Police.

Extra £3,000 paid to 

social workers by trust

SANDWELL Children’s Trust 
is paying its social workers 
up to £3,000 on top of their 
normal salaries in order to 
hold on to experienced staff. 

The trust revealed its pay hike as 
cabinet members met last week to dis¬ 
cuss Ofsted’s latest findings since the 
trust took over the looked after chil¬ 
dren’s service in April. 

The Government watchdog said 
the instability of staff is one of the 
‘long-standing barriers to improve¬ 
ment’ in a letter following a monitor¬ 
ing visit in May. Inspectors noted ‘an 
ambitious improvement plan has been 
developed which sets out eight prior¬ 
ity areas and with all eight priorities 
being led by the chief executive’. 

But they went on to say: “Some 
long-standing barriers to improve¬ 
ment remain, most notably the insta¬ 
bility of the workforce. Nearly a third 
of the workforce are agency or interim 
staff. This means that some children 
are having too many changes of social 
worker, which inhibits the develop¬ 
ment of trusting and meaningful rela¬ 
tionships.” 

Inspectors also found some caseloads 
were too high giving staff little time to 
do in-depth work with children, add¬ 
ing: “The trust recognises that action 
is required to combat this and is devel¬ 
oping a renewed offer to social workers 
to attract and retain staff.” 

The public sector union Unison has 
said new qualified social workers start¬ 
ing salaries are approximately £22,000 
a year, but nationally one in five leave 
the profession within five years mak¬ 
ing local authorities reliant on expen¬ 
sive agency staff. 

Trust chairman the Rt Hon Jacqui 
Smith, speaking before the meeting 
said: “We are committed to developing 
a stable and permanent workforce to 
help us protect and support our most 
vulnerable children in Sandwell.” 


NEC arena Resorts to more rebranding

THE major concert venue at Birmingham’s National 
Exhibition Centre is changing its name again. 

From December 3 the Genting Arena will be officially 
renamed as Resorts World Arena. 

It will tie in with Resorts World Birmingham opposite 
the arena which has seen big names like of Adele, Take 
That, Kylie, Black Sabbath, Iron Maiden, Paul Weller 
and Harry Styles perform there since it became the Gen¬ 
ting Arena in January 2015. 

A new Resorts World Arena sign outside will soon be 
going up at the 15,700-seat venue. 

The first scheduled show under its new name will be 


Jeff Wayne’s The War of the Worlds on December 8. The 
arena was originally built as the seventh hall of the NEC 
and opened as Birmingham International Arena in 1980 
with a concert from Queen. 

It was later known as the NEC Arena and LG Arena 
before becoming the Genting Arena. 

Live events business NEC Group said the re-branding 
to Resorts World Arena was part of its continued part¬ 
nership with Genting UK. 

The new name is a means of aligning it to the popular 
Resorts World Birmingham leisure and entertainment 
destination,which opened three years ago. 


Phil may be 
back in town 
of his birth 
with plaque 

LEGENDARY Black Country-born 
rock legend Phil Lynott is set to be 
honoured with a memorial plaque in 
West Bromwich. 

It could be placed to remember the 
distinctive Thin Lizzy frontman near 
to Sandwell General Hospital where 
the star was born on August 20, 1949, 
when it was Hallam Hospital. 

Sandwell Council has confirmed 
that it is in talks with campaigners 
over the plans for the memorial. The 
plaque, if plans are approved, could be 
sited in Hallam Street. 

Councillor Bill Gavan, Sandwell 
Council’s cabinet member for lei¬ 
sure, said the council would be ‘really 
pleased’ to see the star remembered 
in West Bromwich. 

He said: “We would be really 
pleased to see Phil Lynott remem¬ 
bered and celebrated in West Brom¬ 
wich. We have been approached by 
the leaders of the campaign about 
plans for a plaque by the hospital in 
Hallam Street where he was born. 

“We are happy to discuss this in 
more detail and any further proposals 
that campaigners may have for a me¬ 
morial and future music events.” 

West Bromwich East Labour MP 
Tom Watson said: “Phil Lynott and 
Thin Lizzy are musical icons. It would 
be a fantastic addition to West Brom 
to have a statue of the man in the 
place he was born. I want the boy back 
in town.” 

Phil Lynott’s Irish mother Philom- 
ena was working in the West Midlands 
when she met his father. They moved 
back to the Emerald Isle shortly after 
his birth. 

A statue of Phil Lynott was put up 
in Harry Street, Dublin in 2005. 

Month earlier for 
night shelter start 

A NIGHT shelter that rescued doz¬ 
ens of homeless people in Walsall 
from last winter’s record snow falls 
will open at least a month earlier this 
year after £345,000 funding has been 
secured. 

Between November 29 and April 3, 
the shelter in Darwall Street provided 
a roof for 150 of the borough’s home¬ 
less population. Now the 2018 night 
shelter will open next month. 

The extra funding will also allow 
the authority to appoint a new team 
of out-reach workers who will be 
available throughout the year to 
help support local rough sleepers to 
health care and accommodation. Last 
November a pilot scheme providing 
round-the-year accommodation for 
25 - 30 of the borough’s homeless 
launched.

Crackdown 
pledge over 
credit card 
betting-MP 

TOM Watson has announced a radical 
crackdown on the betting industry in 
a bid to curb Britain’s hidden gam¬ 
bling epidemic. 

The West Bromwich East MP 
says Labour would ban betting with 
credit cards and stop gambling firms 
from advertising during live televised 
sports events as as part of the biggest 
overhaul of the industry in two dec¬ 
ades. 

It follows Labour’s year-long probe 
into gambling in the UK, which 
saw Deputy Leader Mr Watson and 
Shadow Health Secretary Jonathan 
Ashworth consult with gambling ad¬ 
diction specialists, charities, industry 
bodies and problem gamblers. 

The report also calls for a compul¬ 
sory levy on gambling operators, more 
cash for the treatment of gambling 
addiction, and new rules allowing ad¬ 
dicts to tell their bank to stop online 
gambling transactions. 

Shadow Sport Secretary Mr Watson 
said: “Problem gambling is Britain’s 
hidden epidemic and we must treat it 
as a public health emergency. 

“Current gambling regulation is 
not up to the job of protecting addicts 
and those at risk of addiction. Treat¬ 
ment is patchy across the country and 
too often patients are misdiagnosed 
and not treated by specialists who can 
spot the signs of gambling addiction.” 

The number of problem gamblers in 
the UK is estimated at 430,000. 

Alert after swan's 
tongue is hooked 

THE RSPCA is reminding anglers to 
safely dispose of netting, lines and 
hooks after a swan was found with a 
fishing hook embedded in his tongue. 

The animal welfare charity was 
called to help after a member of the 
public spotted the distressed male 
swan at Warren’s Hall Outdoor Na¬ 
ture Park in Rowley Regis on Monday. 

Visitors to the park said the swan 
had been spotted with a fishing line 
coming out of his mouth for a couple 
of days and were concerned for his 
well-being. RSPCA inspector Nayman 
Dunderdale was able to a entice the 
swan towards him with food and using 
a reach and rescue pole, was then able 
to safely capture him. The swan ap¬ 
peared unscathed so was released 
back to his waiting partner.

A NEW cocktail bar is to open at Bir¬ 
mingham’s Brindleyplace on October 
5. Be at One is opening its 33rd site 
following a £500,000 investment. It is 
the second in the city. 


Thousands more dino-saw exhibition 
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Dippy the dinosaur, during his visit 


DIPPY the Dinosaur has helped boost 
visitor numbers in Birmingham - 
with them spending £4.2 million in 
the city during its three-month exhi¬ 
bition. His visit to the Birmingham 
Museum and Art Gallery attracted an 
extra 140,000 city centre people. 

The record-breaking exhibition is 
the museum’s most successful ever 
temporary display with 255,548 visi¬ 
tors between May and September. 

Dippy the Diplodocus, a 26-me- 
tre-long dinosaur skeleton cast, was 
famously on display in Hintze Hall of 
the Natural History Museum (NHM) 


in London from 1979 until January 
2017. 

Birmingham was the second stop 
on Dippy’s tour, which is currently 
on two-year tour with the aim of con¬ 
necting people with nature and in¬ 
spiring a new generation of scientists, 
naturalists and environmentalists. 

Janine Eason, director of engage¬ 
ment at Birmingham Museums Trust, 
said: “A massive thank you to every¬ 
one who visited and supported Dippy 
on Tour in Birmingham. We knew 
the exhibition would be popular, but 
we have been overwhelmed by the re¬ 


sponse and the impact felt across the 
city. Seeing so many people come to 
Birmingham Museum and Art Gallery 
shows the power that museum objects 
can have in attracting people to the 
city centre. We hope to see many of 
Dippy’s visitors back at the museum 
again as we have a jam-packed year 
ahead.”

Champion mower Keith 
is a lawn unto himself 


A MOWING wizard has spent 273 hours 
creating an amazing geometric pattern 
on his garden lawn - using an antique 
lawnmower from the 1940s. 

Keith Smith, aged 41, cut his grass three 
times a DAY for three months throughout 
the summer - spending 21 hours a week on 
his unique creation - to be crowned champi¬ 
on at this year’s Creative Lawn Stripes Com¬ 
petition. 

It is the third successive prize-winning design, 
dad-of-two Keith, from Great Barr has dreamt up 
after he previously wowed the judges with a Union 
Flag design. And Keith, who works as a grounds¬ 
man for Edgbaston Golf Club, even admitted his 
wife and kids are forced to avoid his pride and joy. 
He said: “Mowing my lawn is my passion. 

“I like keeping myself to myself, I don’t drink or 
smoke, and my wife and kids are my world, but this 
keeps me fit and healthy. 

“My wife and kids don’t go on the lawn because 
they’re so concerned they’ll trample my creation. 

“I mowed the lawn two or three times a day from 
the beginning of June to the first week of August. 

Challenge 

“The initial pattern was cut to 5mm length, with 
the top definition part measuring 17mm.” 

Keith had to tend to his beloved lawn at least 
three times a day to ensure that the pattern wasn’t 
ruined by the hot weather over June and July. 

But despite the challenge of the hot weather over 
the summer months, he was still able to make his 
lawn thrive. “I use the antique mowers because 
they are cylinder mowers and not rotary mowers. 
Cylinder mowers give you a scissor like cut, a ro¬ 
tary mower slices the grass. 

Keith said: “This new geometric design was a 
pattern I found on the internet. I was struggling 
for a design this year, and came across this one and 
thought I’d give it a go. 

“The lawn was so wet at the beginning of the 
year I think the grass still was still wet. 

“I watered it a lot too obviously. At one stage I 
thought I was going to have to let it go but I kept 
on watering on. 

“If there’d had been a hosepipe ban it would have 
been a disaster.”

Clearing 
the air just 
muddies 
the waters 

CONSULTATION (noun): the process 
where public authorities tell lesser mor¬ 
tals what they have decided to do, spend 
lots of money encouraging the public to 
have their say, and then do it anyway. 

Take Birmingham’s clean-air zone, for 
example. Motorists who bought diesel 
cars like the Government told us to a few 
years ago will soon be charged £10 a day 
for driving into the city centre. 

Here’s a prediction of how it will pan 
out. By the time it comes into force in 
2020, businesses will have already start¬ 
ed relocating to the edge of the ring road, 
just outside the zone. Vast amounts of 
fossil fuels will be burned constructing 
new office blocks, business parks, shop¬ 
ping centres and car parks, and concerns 
rise about pollution and traffic around the 
edge of the city. 

By then, the Government will have de¬ 
cided that it is petrol and electric rather 
than diesel cars that are the problem, and 
introduced new taxes. 

Meanwhile, concerned by the number 
of empty buildings in the city centre, the 
council spends millions on regeneration 
plans. Local bigwigs catch a filthy great 
plane to Cannes to unveil their vision at 
the annual planning junket - before put¬ 
ting it out to consultation. 

□ □□ 

OF COURSE, it’s never a proper con¬ 
sultation without a scare stoiy and a grim 
warning that ‘doing nothing is not an op¬ 
tion’. And Councillor Waseem Zaffar, the 
man behind the clean-air charge, certain¬ 
ly delivered. 

“Nine hundred deaths are accelerated 
each year as a result of air pollution,” he 
said. “ That’s not the city I want my child, 
or any children, growing up in.” 

If it saves one life, and all that. 

Now we don’t know where Councillor 
Zaffar got his figures from, but it is prob¬ 
ably the 2015 study by King’s College 
London, which seems to be the car bash¬ 
er’s weapon of choice at the moment. It 
claims that in London, one in every 1,417 
lives is shortened by pollution. 

They rarely tell us, though, that the re¬ 
port’s own authors admit to ‘uncertain¬ 
ty in the evidence’ and that ‘figures are 
approximate and need to be used with 
care’. Still, why let facts get in the way of 
new taxes? 

And while they happily quote scary 
figures about ‘lives being shortened’, 
they rarely elaborate on how much they 
are shortened by. Ten years? Five? Six 
months? Well actually the study estimat¬ 
ed that if its recommendations were im¬ 
plemented in full, life expectancy would 
increase by a few hours. Bet you didn’t 
hear much about that in consultation.

TWIGGY entered her 70th year this week.

FOR those of you crying foul at the sugges¬ 
tion that Britain might leave the EU and then 
change the agreement, look at where the EU is 
heading, and how it is changing.

“We would like to state that at no point 
has Louis been told he could not attend 
his course but both Louis and Mrs Make¬ 
peace have been informed that the ad¬ 
justments Louis requires will need to be 
agreed before an unconditional offer can 
be given,” a statement said. 

But, without a firm offer, and because 
of the way Louis claims he was treated, 
the boy has opted against enrolling an¬ 
yway. And that’s such a shame that, be¬ 
cause of the wrangle, he is unable to pur¬ 
sue his dream, something that all young 
people should be entitled to do.

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8 Lorry driver 
cleared on 
M6 deaths 

A LORRY driver from Tipton has 
been cleared of causing the deaths of 
five fruit pickers when he ploughed 
into their car on the M6 after it lost 
speed without warning. 

Polish national Zbigniew Grza- 
bel wept uncontrollably as the jury 
forewoman delivered the unanimous 
not guilty verdicts, last week. Four 
women and two men were travelling 
in a Nissan Micra when it was struck 
by the lorry driven by the 62-year-old 
in the early hours of May 24 last year. 

The two vehicles were headed south 
on the M6 between junctions 15 and 
14, near Stafford. It had been alleged 
that Mr Grzabel failed to react to a 
loss of speed by the Micra in front, 
at around 4.20am. Motorway work¬ 
ers spoke of seeing a huge shower of 
sparks as the lorry struck the car. 

But it emerged during the week- 
long trial that the Micra had mechani¬ 
cal problems affecting the throttle and 
acceleration. A traffic officer had told 
the jury the car seemed to lose speed, 
although no brake lights were show¬ 
ing, as though the driver had taken 
his foot off the accelerator. 

The victims, driver Marius Zevian, 
45, and back-seat passengers - his 
wife Cucoana Zevian, 49, Gheorghita 
Radu, 56, Nicoleta-Marinela Florea, 
42, and Marcela Sandu, 34, all Roma¬ 
nians living in Stoke - had been on 
their way to work at a fruit farm near 
Stafford. Aurel Sandu, 37, survived. 

Mr Grzabel, who was headed for 
Oldbury was a former ambulance 
driver and driving instructor who 
had never had an accident or points 
on his licence, Stafford Crown Court 
was told. 

The defendant, of Glebefields Road, 
was cleared of five counts of causing 
death by dangerous driving and one 
charge of causing serious injury by 
dangerous driving after the jury took 
just over two hours to reach a verdict. 


Metro all-change as new 
line connections come in 


Hotel takes shape near shopping centre 



GV of the new 84 bed Premier Inn and Brewers Fayre pub which is taking shape of Congregation Way near New Square 


WORK is taking shape on a major con¬ 
struction project to build a new Pre¬ 
mier Inn in the West Midlands. 

Officials have said the 84-bedroom 
hotel and Brewers Fayre pub restau¬ 
rant off Congregational Way in West 
Bromwich will transform the town as 
well as creating jobs in the area. 

Construction started at the site, 
near to the New Square shopping cen¬ 
tre, in early April this year. 

Officials from Whitbread, which 
runs the Premier Inn brand, say they 


hope the hotel will be open next Feb¬ 
ruary. The site, next to the Tesco fuel 
station, has been empty since building 
work on New Square was completed 
around five years ago. It will be based 
close to Providence Place which is 
home to the West Brom Building So¬ 
ciety headquarters and BT call centre. 

Matt Gent, Whitbread project and 
programme manager, said: “Congre¬ 
gation Way is an excellent location for 
a new Premier Inn and Brewer Fayre. 
The site is in a prominent location to 


the town centre, it has excellent trans¬ 
port links and once we are open, the 
hotel and restaurant will create new 
jobs and help to support the success of 
New Square.” 

A £5 million Travelodge hotel with 
78 beds opened on the opposite side 
of Providence Place, off The Express¬ 
way, last May. There are already two 
Premier Inn hotels in the town - one 
based off the High Street at the West 
Plaza building and a second next to 
the Ridgacre pub off New Gas Street. 


METRO commuters in the West Midlands are being warned 
of new arrangements at Grand Central Terminus which start¬ 
ed this week. 

The Midland Metro Alliance is now starting the process of connect¬ 
ing the existing track on Stephenson Street at Grand Central termi¬ 
nus in Birmingham to the new lines - which are being constructed as 
part of the Birmingham Westside extension project. 


As a result, Metro services will ar¬ 
rive and depart from the same plat¬ 
form immediately outside New Street 
rail station from Monday through 
until next summer. 

The normal departure tram stop, 
heading towards Wolverhampton, will 
not be in use during this period - but 
transport bosses say services will oth¬ 
erwise be unaffected by the on-going 
works. 

Carl Williams, West Midlands Met¬ 
ro’s director of operations, said: “We 
obviously apologise to customers for 
any inconvenience but we need to im¬ 
plement these changes to ensure our 
services through to Grand Central can 
be maintained whilst the engineering 
works are completed. 

Exciting 

“This is an exciting time for Metro 
as we look forward to the major exten¬ 
sions which will ultimately triple the 
size of the network, making it acces¬ 
sible to even more people throughout 
our region. 

“The first of these extensions 
through to Centenary Square is sched¬ 
uled to open for passenger services 
late next year.” 

The works are being undertaken by 
the Midland Metro Alliance for Trans¬ 
port for West Midlands - the transport 
arm of the West Midlands Combined 
Authority.

The Birmingham Westside project 
will see the Metro network extended 
to Centenary Square in Birmingham 
by 2019, and then on to Edgbaston by 
2021. 

The works involve the complex pro¬ 
cess of linking the tracks and control 
systems, as well as the realignment of 
utilities and road junctions. 

During the works, the lower section 
of Pinfold Street will be closed to all 
vehicles and Stephenson Street will 
become accessible to traffic in both di¬ 
rections under a marshal control. 

Pedestrian access in the area will be 
maintained at all times. 

West Midlands Metro director, Phil 
Hewitt, added: “The intention is to 
minimise disruption to businesses in 
the area, the general public and Metro 
passengers as well during the course of 
these essential works. 

“We have been liaising closely with 
our partners at the Midland Metro 
Alliance to retain a full Metro service 
and we will be providing additional 
information on our trams, at Grand 
Central stop and through our website 
and social media channels. 

“We expect that the arrangements 
we have agreed with the Midland 
Metro Alliance will mean that our cus¬ 
tomers’ journeys will remain largely 
unaffected.”

Catering manager Sally said: “We 
keep the amount of salt in our cooking 
to an absolute minimum and we give 
free fruit on a Monday. 

“It was about looking after people’s 
well-being. I did not do this to win an 
award, it was not about that for me. 

“It is my job to look after those on 
the job. It is not about making profit. 

“We keep chocolate to an absolute 
minimum. It is really about the small, 
sensible changes that we should all 
make. When I write all the menus I 
take The Eatwell Guide into consid¬ 
eration. I am constantly looking at 
packaging. I wanted to look after my 
workforce. It has been really positive, 
we are serving 1,500 people a week. 

“We are doing poached eggs as a 
standard and we have a healthy option 
on every day.” 

The healthy menu includes a meat- 
free selection on Mondays and encour¬ 
ages workers to bin chippy takeaways 
and RFC lunches for tuna salads, 
poached eggs and stir-fries. 


Boss Sally says some workers have 
even dropped weight since the initia¬ 
tive was brought in. 

The M5 canteen is the only estab¬ 
lishment in Sandwell to have earned 
the gold award, but others have also 
been recognised for their efforts to 
serve up a healthier dish. 

The Brasshouse Cafe, on Brass- 
house Lane, in Smethwick, the Health

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"Machines on 
the cards for 
city cabbies 

ALL black cabs in Birmingham will 
have card machines by 2020. City 
council licensing chiefs have passed a 
proposal to make devices compulsory. 

However, the move has been pushed 
back by more than a year because 
many Hackney Carriage drivers will 
have to replace their vehicles to be 
compliant with the new Clean Air 
Zone which is set to be introduced 
within the city ring road by January 
1 , 2020 . 

The move reflects the changing hab¬ 
its of customers, with fewer people 
carrying cash than ever. The council 
stated it would be unfair for drivers to 
have card machines fitted only to then 
have to pay upwards of £45,000 for a 
new black cab which is compliant with 
the emissions threshold. 

Committee chairman Councillor 
Barbara Dring said the devices would 
improve safety for drivers because 
they would be carrying less cash on 
them. 


Student to get Pretty Muddy for mother in cancer fight

A STUDENT nurse, whose mother is battling 
cancer for a second time, is calling on women 
across the region to get fit and filthy for a good 
cause. 

Shannon Hebberts, from Smethwick, was in¬ 
spired to become a nurse after supporting her 
mother Jenny through gruelling cancer treat¬ 
ment twice in 10 years. 

Now the 21-year-old wants to raise funds for 
Cancer Research UK by taking part in Race for 
Life Pretty Muddy at Sandwell Valley Country 
Park on Saturday, September 29. 

She will be joined on the 5k obstacle course 
by her aunt, Jenny’s sister, Angela Whyborn 
from Nuneaton. 

Diagnosed 

Cheering them on from the side-lines will be 
Jenny who is determined to see the pair cross 
the finish line. 

“I was just 10 when mum was first diagnosed 
with breast cancer,” said Shannon who is in 
her second year of nurse training at Wolver¬ 
hampton University. 

“It had a massive effect on me and it’s why I 
decided to become a nurse. The most shocking 
thing for me at the time was watching mum 
lose her hair. 

“She’d always had it long so to see it gone 
was devastating.” 


Jenny had chemotherapy and radiotherapy 
followed by a mastectomy and was in remission 
within a year. 

She returned to work as a kitchen assistant at 


Shannon’s primary school in Smethwick and the 
family put the experience behind them. 

Then, in 2015 Jenny began experiencing back 
pains. 


“She kept going back to the doctors with a 
bad back so eventually the GP decided to do 
a blood test in case the cancer had returned,” 
said Shannon. 

The family’s worst nightmare was realised 
when Jenny’s test results showed that the orig¬ 
inal cancer had spread to her bones. She was 
admitted to Birmingham’s City Hospital. 

“One of the first things the doctor said was 
‘we can treat it but we can’t cure it’,” said 
Shannon. 

“That was the most horrendous thing I’d 
ever heard. It hit me like a ton of bricks. 

Emergency 

“At first I was angry and for a long time I 
was self-pitying but, in the end, you just have 
to get on with things.” 

The family were told Jenny would soon need 
end-of-life care however emergency treatment 
worked better than expected and Jenny was 
able to return home and regain some inde¬ 
pendence. 

“I want to do my bit to help fund the doc¬ 
tors, nurses and scientists fighting to help beat 
cancer sooner,” added Shannon. 

“Thanks to research, being diagnosed with 
cancer isn’t the death sentence it once was.”

Man, 22, who hit his ex 
with glass spared jail 


A 22-YEAR-OLD who hit his 
former partner in the face 
with a glass when they met 
by chance days after part¬ 
ing has been spared jail so 
he can learn how to treat a 
woman. 

Trouble flared after Callam 
Knight confronted Sharon Furb- 
er in the beer garden of the Bell¬ 
wether pub in Walsall Street, 
Wednesbury after sending her an 
offensive text message on June 
24, a judge heard. 

“Neither had expected to see the 
other there but he went uninvited 
to the table where she was with her 
female friends,” Mr Howard Searle, 


prosecuting, told Wolverhampton 
Crown Court this week. 

“She did not see what happened 
next but felt the injury. He turned 
away before turning back to throw the 
contents of his glass over her and, as 
he did so, the glass hit her in the face.” 

The defendant left after the blow 
cut her lip, leaving a wound that re¬ 
quired stitches and is likely to scar 
her for life. Knight was arrested the 
following day and told police: “It was 
a moment of madness.” 

The three year relationship had 
been ended by Miss Furber who com¬ 
plained of abuse and controlling be¬ 
haviour from him, the court was told. 

In a victim impact statement she 
told of her shock and how the event 
had knocked her confidence when 
going out. But they have a daughter to 


care for and she was ‘not convinced’ 
that an immediate custodial sentence 
would help the situation. She also de¬ 
clined to ask for a restraining order. 

Mr Curtis Myrie, defending, said: 
“He is ashamed and apologises for 
what he has done, but it was totally 
out of character. The offence occurred 
because of underlying factors which 
need addressing to reduce his risk to 
future partners. A short-term prison 
sentence will detain him but not con¬ 
front these issues.” 

Knight, from Heronville Road, West 
Bromwich pleaded guilty to unlawful 
wounding and was given an 18 month 
prison term suspended for two years 
during which he will attend a reha¬ 
bilitation course. He was ordered to 
do 150 hours of unpaid work and pay 
£500 towards the prosecution costs.

Hardly-used 
births centre 
may be shut 


in just weeks

A SMETHWICK birthing centre could 
close its doors in a matter of weeks 
after only 17 babies were born there 
in the last year. 

Sandwell and West Birmingham Clinical Commis¬ 
sioning Group (CCG) took the decision to shut the 
Halcyon Birth Centre after it failed to meet an an¬ 
nual target of 400 births. 

The decision was approved by Sandwell Council’s health 
and adult social care scrutiny board last week, who decided 
i-—-against putting the closure out to pub¬ 

lic consultation. 

Vice-chairman of the scrutiny board, 
Councillor Susan Downing, said: “It’s 
a very difficult position and I’m sorry 
we are going to lose this unit but in 
the financial restrictions we have got 
lately, I can’t see it is justified that a 

J further consultation takes place.” 

The unit is now expected to close in 
October - only six years after it opened 
its doors. 

Andy Williams, accounting officer 
Andy Williams for Sandwell and West Birmingham 
CCG, explained the Halcyon was ini¬ 
tially expected to handle 400 births each year said pregnant 
women had overwhelmingly chosen to have their babies at 
the Serenity Unit at City Hospital because of the proximity 
of specialist support services on the same site. 

Saying the trust wanted to avoid a ‘faux’ consultation 
process when there was only one real choice, he added: “I 
think people have already made a choice and it’s clear what 
those choices are.” 

Councillors were told the unit costs £200,000 a year 
to run and the CCG was keen to see how it could use the 
building on Nine Leasowes, Smethwick, to support other 
healthcare services in the borough. 

Mr Williams said the main reason for closure was not 
financial, saying if the council wanted to continue the ser¬ 
vice it could be done, but he added: “I honestly can’t rec¬ 
ommend that to you because it would a monumental waste 
of public money.” He added: “It’s a very difficult case to 
say that we should keep this almost brand new building on 
standby just in case when we know that women are making 
positive choices to seek birth experiences elsewhere. 

“It is very difficult to sustain that when we have the op¬ 
portunity to do better things with that building.”

SHOPPERS have been told they will not get a new bus 
after a request for an extra service was turned down.

But Transport for West Midlands, which would have 
been responsible for putting on a new service, said it cannot 
‘justify’ paying for the bus. However, it might not be the 
end of the battle after leading councillors vowed to write to 
West Midlands Mayor Andy Street on the issue. The peti¬ 
tion was signed by 35 people. 

A new report said: “The chairman has requested that a 
letter be sent to the Mayor of the West Midlands requesting 
additional public funds to subsidise the requested route.”

veggie expert Chris who 
knows his giant onions 


A YOUNG Black Country gar¬ 
dener says that the secret to 
his giant leeks, onions and 
tomatoes is stroking and 
talking to them. 

Gardening nut Chris Evans, 
aged 21, loves nothing more than 
spending time at Wednesbury al¬ 
lotment, which is just yards from 
his home. 

Chris, who is a full-time carer to his 
parents, has had a lifelong passion for 
gardening and says that it gives him 
the peace and quiet that he needs. 

He’s won awards for his giant veg 
- setting the British record for a su¬ 
persize tomato at 61b 2oz and has also 
grown giant onions, leeks and mar¬ 
rows. He grows giant leeks, onions the 
size of footballs and even a marrow 
which is the weight of a toddler. 

School 

Chris said: “I’ve been gardening 
since I was a kid. When I was six I 
grew sunflowers and onions and I was 
hooked from then. My grandad still 
has an allotment and he’s 87.” 

Even as a schoolboy, Chris’s passion 
for veg was so strong that he had an 
allotment patch at school. 

“I had a greenhouse and polytunnel 
at school so when I wasn’t in lessons I 
did that. I like seeing something grow¬ 
ing from a small seed to something 
huge. It’s remarkable.” 

Chris says that he has a special tech¬ 
nique to help the growth of his giant 
veg. “I stroke the leeks to make them 
look presentable. If you leave they get 
stiff and crack and split. I also do it 
to calm them. I usually play music too 
while I potter around them. I talk to 
them sometimes as well.” 

Chris first got an allotment when he 
was 18 and has been busy growing his 
giant veg ever since. “I set the baby

leeks in September and then all the 
way until April but then I plant them 
into my polytunnel providing that the 
weather is right.” 

Chris estimates the cost of his hobby 
is just £100 a year with £50 a year for 
the allotment and £50 a year for seeds. 
He has a debilitating eye condition, 
but Chris said his beloved allotment 
patch gives him the peace and quiet 
that he needs. “It’s my time away, I’m 
in my own little world,” he said. 

Chris is concerned that his eye con¬ 
dition, glaucoma, could hinder his abil¬ 
ity to tend to his beloved veggies. 

“My concern is that my sight will

inhibit my gardening as I get older. I 
should have this condition in my 50s, 
not now. Sometimes I get thumping 
headaches and feel like my head is 
under terrible pressure.” 

Chris is competing at this year’s 
Malvern Three Counties show where 
he has previously wowed judges but 
says that the hot June and July has 
impacted his veggies. He said: “I’ve 
had a poor year this year, the weather 
has caused a lot of problems to every¬ 
one.” Offering advice to would-be-gar¬ 
deners, Chris said: “Always use top 
quality soil, I use peat based compost 
and never give up.”

Counting the cost of school sporting activities

CHILDREN are taking up new sports 
this school year which is increasing 
the price of back to school as parents 
fork out for sports clothing and equip¬ 
ment, according to new research. 

A survey of more than 7,600 UK 
adults published by Decathlon in the 
Decathlon Activity Index 2018, shows 
that parents spend £54 on average on 
sports clothing and equipment per 
child, ahead of the new school year. 

In fact, 86 per cent of those surveyed 
said that their keen kids will take up a 
new sport this year at school. 

The research shows how the cost 
correlates to the amount of sports kids 
take up, with children picking up three 
sports on average per school year. 

Even more surprisingly, more than 
one in seven (29 per cent) said that 
their child would take up five or more 
sports at the start of the new academic 
year. 

When quizzed on the sports and 
physical activities their children in¬ 
tend to take part in during the new 


academic year, the majority of re¬ 
spondents cited swimming and foot¬ 
ball as activities their child will take 
part in. This was closely followed by 
running with more than one in five 
intending to take part in this form of 
exercise during the new school year. 

Tennis was also a popular sport that 
children intend to pick up, coming in 
fourth place. 

Exercise 

Fitness rounded off the list of the 
top five sports and forms of exercise 
a child intends to get involved with at 
the start of the new school year. 

Philippe Rebelo, UK marketing di¬ 
rector at Decathlon said: “It is clear 
that back to school is an expensive 
time for many parents, but the re¬ 
search shows just how much is spent 
on sports clothing and equipment 
alone. 

“This highlights just how quickly 
the cost of back to school can mount 
up for parents, especially if you have 


more than one child in school. 

Mr Rebelo said: “However, it is im¬ 
portant to get children to take part 
in sports at school, so they can form 
healthier lifestyles and help grow 
their team building skills. There are 
also plenty of affordable options on 
the market for parents to choose from 
and ensure their kids are kitted out 
for a variety of sports and activities at 
school, so that youngsters don’t miss 
out.”

URBAN living - it’s not without chal¬ 
lenges is it? 

When days start with a crammed com¬ 
mute, lunchtimes are non-existent and your 
so-called nine-to-five-job is more like sev- 
en-to-11, it can be hard to keep your stress 
levels in check. 

And that’s only the palpable problems - don’t for¬ 
get that pollution lurking in the air is causing lung 
problems and early deaths, according to the World 
Health Organisation. 

What’s this got to do with beauty? Well, it turns 
out that pollution may be the cause of bad hair days, 
as well as poor health. 

And it’s not just big cities that are affected, ei¬ 
ther. 

A recent WHO report found that 30 places in the 
UK exceeded a crucial 10 micrograms of pollutants 
per cubic metre measure. 

Scunthorpe showed the highest levels, and des¬ 
tinations including Gillingham, Carlisle and Chep¬ 
stow came in the top ten, alongside larger cities like 
Manchester, Leeds and Liverpool. 

“If you live in a city and your hair is feeling dull 
and dry, or you’ve developed an itchy scalp, then 
pollution could be to blame,” says Nick Irwin, global 
development director of Muk hair care. 

“In the same way pollution can affect the skin, it 
affects the hair. Depleting the body of certain nu¬ 
trients can affect hair growth and condition, plus,

with pollutants literally sitting on the hair, it can 
look dull and dry.” 

“Air pollution can significantly damage your hair 
in a number of ways,” explains Betsy Patel, chemist 
from Living Proof. 

“Exposure to air pollution can damage the pro¬ 
teins in hair, making it more susceptible to break¬ 
age and further damage. Oil droplets and solid 
particles can adhere to your hair, so the result - in 
some instances - is that your hair can feel noticea¬ 
bly rougher.” 

So, what can be done to prevent the effects of pol¬ 
lution - aside from relocating to a rural idyll? 

“Washing your hair regularly will wash off the 
pollutants on your hair, so make sure you use a 
shampoo and conditioner for your hair type,” Irwin 
advises. 

“Cleansing your hair properly is so important,” 
Patel agrees. “You don’t want to wash your hair too 
frequently, because this can strip your hair of its 
natural oils and further perpetuate that damage, 
but you do want to be able to remove all of the small 
particles and oil droplets.” 

As a preventative measure, look for masks or 
styling products with “restorative benefits that 
can help reseal the cuticle and strengthen the cor¬ 
tex,” Patel advises. To treat an itchy scalp, choose a 
shampoo with soothing and clarifying ingredients, 
like charcoal or echinacea.

Exploring 
royal roots 
of ballet 

Birmingham Royal Ballet’s Fire 
& Fury programme, staged at 
Birmingham Hippodrome from 
October 3 to 8, features two ballets 
fuelled by power and politics.

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Vauxhall targeting family car 
market with new Combo Life 



There’s a 3D navigation system with live traffic updates

While sports utility vehicles are flavour of the month, 
Vauxhall (which already has three such models) is 
now setting its sights on the real family car market. 

Its new Combo Life may not be the prettiest new car 
out there, but it’s hard to think of one which is more 
versatile and practical. It will be easily recognisable as 
a member of the family of enduringly popular cars from 
Vauxhall’s new owners, the PSA Group, including the 
Citroen Berlingo Multispace and the Peugeot Partner. 

With prices from £19,610, the new Vauxhall comes in 
two sizes - standard and long, or XL wheelbase - and 
both are available as either five or, for the first time 
seven-seaters. 

New more efficient engines, new technology and the 
cargo capacity of a small van make the Combo Life an 
impressively versatile machine. 

It hasn’t been built on a van platform - in fact its a 
brand new platform built as a car, which will form the 
underpinnings of other new models across the PSA 
group - and this is reflected in its ride comfort. 

The cabin has room for five or seven adults in comfort 
with generous head and leg room, with almost 600 
litres of boot space - or 2,126 litres with all three of the 
individual second row seats folded down. The larger 
XL’s capacity ranges from 855 to 2,695 litres and 
in both there are no less than 28 individual storage 
compartments of various shapes and sizes around the 
cabin. Rear seats are easily accessed by large folding 
doors on both sides.

Like the fashionable demand for SUVs, the market for 
cars like the Combo Life is growing throughout Europe. 

Customers include small businesses who want a 
workhorse during the week and to take the family out 
at weekends, those who need to take a wheelchair or 
mobility scooter with them, families who want to take 
bikes or other travel equipment with them, or in the case 
of the Combo families carrying up to five children, a dog 
and luggage. 

The three individual seats in the second row fold flat, 
and in the case of the seven-seater (which costs £700 
over the equivalent standard model) the two seats in the 
third row are removable. 

Vauxhall expects petrol to be the most popular choice, 
with a new 1.2 litre turning out HObhp. Its official 
fuel economy figure is 51.4mpg with a CO emissions 
rating of 125g/km. A more powerful, 130PS version 
will be available in the new year. The diesel engine is 
a new 1.5 litre unit which will be introduced across the 
group’s range, claimed to be learner and greener than 
its 1.6 predecessor. It is also available in 110 or 130PS 
versions - the smaller engine being the economy king 
with an average of 67.3mpg and a low lllg/km of C02 
but the 130Ps version is only a couple of mpg behind. 

As well as using AdBlue, the new diesel incorporates a 
particulate filter and the latest technology to drastically 
cut harmful NOx emissions to levels well below current 
European standards. 

The ‘infotainment’ system is important for a family 
vehicle and the Combo Life naturally has the latest 
version of the familiar Vauxhall system, with a central 
colour touchscreen for, among other functions, the 3D 
navigation system complete with live traffic updates and 
DAB radio. It is compatible with android and iPhones, 
with wireless charging an optional extra. 

Vauxhall isn’t new to the world of compact MPVs with 
the successful Zafira and Meriva among its previous 
models, but the Combo life is a new direction, with 
its exceptional space and even more versatility - 
particularly with the longer wheelbase, seven seat 
alternative. 

The driving experience is quiet and refined, and all the 
latest technology (if not already fitted) is available as 
an option. It is big, comfortable and airy and rivals are 
beaten when it comes to the variety of tasks it can easily 
perform.

Britain’s roads can be a real nightmare 
in the summer...an endless stream of 
roadworks, tractors, horses, caravanners 
and packs of middle aged men in cycling 
Lycra. 

But during the glorious summer, with the sun 
blazing and the Skoda Superb Sportline at 
my disposal, I’ve rediscovered the joys of our 
nation’s winding b-roads and narrow lanes. 

Rather than dreading the sight of the 
aforementioned irritants, I’ve been seeking 
them out and gobbling them up like Pac Man 
after Pac Dots. 

Every brightly coloured cyclist means 
another opportunity to enjoy this wonderful 
car - the power and responsiveness of its 
engine, the swiftness of its gear changes and 
the accuracy of its steering - again. 

No more must I suffer as I sit there doing 
less than 20 and unable to get past. Instead, a 
quick flick of the gear lever and the DSG box 
pops me straight into manual mode and the 
flappy paddle gearshifts on the steering wheel 
are at my disposal. 

Drop a couple of gears and the Superb’s 
frankly, well Superb, 2.0-litre TSI engine roars 
like a lion that’s been kicked in the privates. 

Now, the slightest gap in oncoming traffic 
is all it takes to blast past, with a simple press 
of the accelerator delivering rocket-like power 
instantly. In the blink of an eye you’re past the 
hold-up and can begin seeking out your next 
overtaking challenge. 

It’s great when not overtaking too. In those 
rare moments when a twisting country 
road opens up in front of you, it’s a joy to 
switch away from the effortless automatic 


transmission to manual gear changes and 
engage sports mode for a stiffer ride and 
more urgency. Even at speed, there’s next to 
no body roll and the car feels totally planted in 
corners giving you the confidence to use even 
more of its power. 

This car is everything you want a sports 
variant to be and offers that most magical 
ingredient of all...fun. 

So many cars like this boast a bigger 


engine, a fancy body kit and smug ‘sports 
inspired’ badge but fail to deliver. In reality 
they’re limp, un-dynamic and bitterly 
disappointing. The Skoda Superb Sportline is 
the exact opposite. It’s exceptionally exciting 
to drive, and rewards you in a way few other 
cars of its type can. 

But despite its wicked streak, the model 
can be exceptionally tame too. Drive it 
sensibly around town and it’s as comfortable 


and practical as any other variant in the 
Superb line-up while on long trips it’s refined 
and economical. And unlike other sports 
models, no materials have been scrimped 
on to save weight. The attractive cabin feels 
robust, exceptionally well put together and all 
materials have a quality, premium feel. 

Our model - KU18 ZNH - in stunning Quartz 
Grey metallic, is also fitted with a number 
of optional extras that have made summer 


driving even cooler, including an electric 
sunroof and refrigerated glove box. There’s 
also a really handy 13v socket in the boot, 
useful for powering accessories and pumping 
up airbeds on summer camping trips. 

All in all this is a great car for anyone looking 
for a top quality family saloon, with personality, 
power and passion and, at £39,935 even when 
loaded with options, it’s competitively priced 
too.

Toyota celebrates 20 
years of the Yaris

Toyota is celebrating the 20th anniversary of its 
European best-selling hatchback the Yaris with a 
new special edition - the Y20. 

Debuting as part of a revised range for the third- 
generation hatchback, the Yaris Y20 brings a classic 
gold colour that appeared on the first car to the new 
machine but gives it a modern twist with a bi-tone dark 
grey roof. 

That hue will be limited to 1,998 units - marking 
the Yaris’s 1998 debut - but more colours will follow, 
namely silver, white or black, each with a bi-tone roof. 

A number of grey highlights will also help to 
distinguish the Y20 - including on the 16-inch alloy 
wheels, side mouldings, front grille, door mirror 
casings and fog light surrounds. 

The theme continues inside, with a dark grey centre 
console and steering wheel inserts, along with a new 
check-patterned fabric upholstery. Satin chrome air 
vents feature too, as do black floor mats with silver 
edging. 

The icing on the cake is Y20 badging at the rear of the 
car and on the instrument panel. 

There is no word yet on powertrain options, but 
expect the trim to be available for both the 1.5-litre 
petrol option and its hybrid sibling. 

The Toyota Yaris Y20 will join the GR Sport to swell 
the hatchback’s range, with the latter taking inspiration 
from the limited-run GRMN hot hatch with a number of 
racy additions.

THERE was plenty of laughter as the 
Wolverhampton Sunday League cele¬ 
brated its 60th anniversary in style. 

The Queen of the Black Country, Doreen Tip- 
ton, proved a smash hit on a night to remember 
for the league’s hard-working committee. 

Around 150 former players, officials and guests 
were kept entertained by Doreen’s, (Gill Jordan to 
give her her real name), unique brand of humour with 
chairman Terry Shinton revealing it was a casual re¬ 
mark from his sister Tina that planted the idea of 
adding a female touch to proceedings. 

“We had Ian ‘Sludge’ Lees at the previous event, 
so we were thinking along the same lines, a Black 
Country comedian because that’s what we are, really, 
a Black Country league,” said Shinton. “And Gill, 
sorry Doreen, was brilliant. She was great and stayed 
around afterwards to have numerous pictures taken. 

“There was some good work by all the committee to 
organise the evening. Everybody mucked in and got 
things done and it was great to see it turn out to be 
such a success.” 

Battling 

And after toasting their latest milestone well into 
the night in the Hayward Suite at Molineux, the 
league’s committee are now turning their attentions 
to the serious issue of attracting new sides to sign up 
for Sunday morning action. 

Leagues across the country are battling against 
falling participation numbers and the Wolverhamp¬ 
ton Sunday is no different. 

In recent years the area has seen the Dudley & Cra- 
dley Heath League and the Wolverhampton Combina¬ 
tion, which played its games on Saturdays both fold, 
while the Bilston Junior Youth League has also blown 
its final whistle. 

In its heyday the Wolverhampton Sunday League 
boasted 120 clubs and even had a waiting list. This 
season saw 61 teams sign up for action across five 
divisions. 

But Shinton, who has been involved with the league 
for 40 years, and fellow committee members - Simon 
Perks, Phil Reade, Ian Ebblewhite, Wayne Harrison, 
Eddie Yardley, Howard Morris and Phil Taylor - are 
ready to tackle the challenge head on. They are hop-

ing to introduce a youth league in a bid to provide a 
route through to senior football. 

“We are very proud to celebrate 60 years,” said 
Shinton. “It’s a great achievement and one we should 
be proud of. I have been involved with the league for 
40 years, refereeing and then on the committee as 
treasurer and then, for the last four years, chairman. 

“At one time we didn’t have any money but now we 
have money but can’t get the teams. That’s a concern 
for us going forward. 

“We are half the size we used to be. We had 120 
sides at one point and a waiting list. We started this 
season with 61. That’s the way things have changed. 
There is no Saturday morning football in Wolver¬ 
hampton anymore. Who would have thought that 
would happen? 

“The Bilston League had 14 divisions a few years 
ago and now the league has finished. 

“For this season we tried to introduce a women’s 
league and a veterans’ league but we had no response 
to either. It’s the same for leagues all over the coun¬ 
try. Every league is suffering and losing teams. 

“But we a very well-run league and we have always 
had a good committee. And we are up for the chal¬ 
lenge and the fight to get more people playing local 


league football. One of the things we are looking at is 
introducing a youth league next season. 

“We have contacted Birmingham County FA and 
they have given us permission to do it. Ideally we 
would like teams at under-13, 14, 15 and 16 and then 
they can go to open age football. We have got to start 
promoting it and see what interest we can generate.” 

Shinton believes the league has plenty to offer and 
he is open to any suggestions on how to check the 
problem of falling playing numbers. 

“The league has some of the best facilities in the 
country,” he added. “The park facilities in the area 
are brilliant. 

“Some of the Birmingham Leagues don’t have 
changing rooms, players still have to change in their 
cars on the car parks. 

“We don’t let sides play without changing rooms 
and showers. That side of things is set up really well. 

“We have also got plenty of referees. A few years 
back we got to the stage where we had enough refer¬ 
ees to put neutral linesmen on the line in the Premier 
Division. We look after our referees really well. 

Involved 

“As a committee we are constantly looking at new 
ways of getting people involved and teams on board,” 
he added. 

“At a recent league meeting we asked clubs to put 
suggestions forward and if they want to they can 
come to our next committee meeting and talk through 
their ideas. 

“We are open to any ideas and we will try to put 
them into action if we think they are good enough. 

“But it’s not just football that’s losing numbers. We 
sit on the Wolverhampton Sports Council and other 
sports are suffering. The athletics club start losing 
people when they reach 18 and it’s the same with 
hockey clubs.” 

Shinton’s determination to build on the league’s 
rich history is obvious and hopefully there will be 
plenty more years of action on the parks in and 
around Wolverhampton. 

“It’s not all doom and gloom, the commitment is 
there from all our committee,” he said. 

“And as long as I have got breath, I will be fighting 
to get more teams on board to keep the league going,” 
he added.
